PARIS, July 10.~A new attack was 
launched in the Champagne by the 
French last night. The War Office an- 
ncunced the capture of trenches over 


a front of more than 50 yards. 

On the Somme front, south of the 
river, the French took a line of Ger- 
man positions in the neighborhood of 
Barloux. In this sector 950 Germans 
Germans were captured yesterday and 
last night. 

The Germans made attacks at three 
points simultaneously in the Vosges, but 
all their assaults were checked com. 
pletely by the fire of French machine 
guns. 

The French attack in the Champagne 
was made at a point west of Mesnil. 
The French troops charged three times. 

On the Somme front north of the 
river the night passed quietly. 

In the Verdun sector artillery fire con- 
tinued at Chattancourt, Fleury and La 
Laufes. 

British troops have made a new ad- 
vance northwest of Contalmaison in the 
field of their offensive north of the 
Somme, it was officially announced at 
London this afternoon. Three additional 
guns and. sev gpmoners 
were captured. pte | 
The anndemecisant ows: 

“In the past 48 hours: useairty se- 
vere fighting has centered around 
Trones Wood which is triangular in 
shape and measures 1400 yards from 
north to south, with a southern base 
of 40 yards, and has been strongly 
defended by the Germans with trenches 
and wire entanglements. 

“On the morning of July 8 after a 
heavy bombardment, we succeeded in 
capturing the southern end of the wood. 
Subsequently we extended our position 
toward the north, and drove back a de- 
termined counter-attack with heavy 
loss to the enemy. 

Many Counter Attacks Made. 
“Yesterday afternoon, as already re- 
ported, two more German counter-at- 
tacks in mass against out positions in 
the wood were crushed by our. artil- 
‘lery. Again last evening the enemy 
bombarded the wood with all natures 
of armaments and launched two strong 
attacks against it from the east and 
southeast. The first of these was com- 
pletely repulged. The second succeeded 
in penetrating the southern end of the 
wood, but the Germans were at once 
ejected with heavy loss. Later in the 
night a fifth desperate attempt was 
made to drive us from our positions, 
but this :lso was completely crushed 
by our fire, 

“The enemy's casualties in, these five 
frultiess attacks have been severe. 

“At other places on the battlefront, 
progress has been made. Northwest of 
Contalinaison, we captured a small 
copse and three more guns, and this 
morning we have taken several hundred 
more prisoners. 

“On the Flanders front, the enemy 
artillery was active and heavily bom- 
barded our trenches near Hoege for 
three hours. ‘In this neighborhood we 
made three successful raids into the. 
German front line,” 

The French hdvanced their line south 
of the Somme yesterday a mile and « 
half, capturing the German third post- 
tions along a length of three and one- 
half miles, and are now within a mile 
of Peronne. 
the capture of Peronne now is a ques- 
tlon almost of hours.

Children as a class, says the report, 
which was compiled by Dr. A. E. Tay- 
lor of the embassy staff, have present - | 
ed during the recent months a condi- 
tion of health and a reduction in death 


of the war.

Sir Ernest Shackleton has made two 
vain attempts to rescue his former 
comrades, Twenty-two men have been 
in an ice cave on Elephant Island since 
April 15. At that time they had only 
five weeks’ provisions. 


GERMAN LOSSES 3,012,637 


London Figures Compiled From Ber- 
lin Official Lists. 
LONDON, July 10.—German casual- 
ties from the beginning of the war to 
the end of June, as computed from of- 
ficial German lists, are given as 3,012,- 
637 in an official statement made public 
here. They include wounded of all 
classes, many of whom return to serv- 

ice. The announcement states: 

“The figures include all German na- 
tionalities. They do not include naval 
casualties or casualties of colonial 
troops. They are not on estimate made 
by the British authorities, but merely 
casualties announced in German offi-' 
cial lists.’’

TO MAKE BI CUT 
WITS GAS RATE

Wants British Thermal 
System Used Instead of 
Sperm Test.) 


The Laclede Gas Light Co. will make 
a material reduction in its rate to con- 
sumers within a few weeks if a con- 
ference held tomorrow between the 


Light company and city officials is sat- 
isfactory, it became known today. 

The company, through its attorney, 
Charles A. Houts, has recuested that 
tne British thermal unit system of meas- 
uring gas efficiency be used, instead of 
the English sperm test, now in effect. 
If this agreement is made. the vas com- 
pany will reduce its rates as follows: 

The present gas rate is 80 cents a 1090 
feet for 10,000 feet or leas; fer all in ex- 
cess of 10,000 feet, 60 cents a 109 feet. 
The new rate will be 75 cents a 1:00 feet 
up to 7000 feet, and only 55 cents a 1100 
feet for all over 7000 feet. 

At the present rate $8 worth of gas 
has to be consumed before th» 60-cent 
rate is reached. Uniler the new system 
only $5.25 worth must be used before 
being able to use gas at the 55-cert rate. 

Under the new method the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. estimates that the sav- 
ing to the company will be $70,000 a 
year, and to the consumers, $221,000. 

Years ago the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
absorbed the St. Louis Gas Light Co. 
The latter’s customers were mainly in 
Scuth St. Louis, and the company made 
what is known as “wet gas,” because 
of the high lighting efficiency when 
burned in open gas jets, then the pre- 
vailing method, This “wet gas’ was 
measured for efficienay by the English 
sperm test, as a city ordinance re- 
quired. 

Rather than build new plants, the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. continued manu- 
facturing ‘“‘wet gas.'’ Recent estimates 
made by the company show that only 
4 per cent of the gas consumed is used 
in open jets, and that “dry gas’’ ts per- 
fectly satisfactory sol heating and man- 
tels. 

Attorney Houts for the gas company 
says that he has seen the agreement 
permitting the change of tests, and tat 
it is satisfactory to him. This will be.a 
“gentlemen's agreement,” as the old or- 
dinance requiring the sperm test will not 
be repealed. Should the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. fall to keep its agreement in 
regard to the lower gas rates, the city 
officials can break their agreement, and 
the old ordinance will stand.

CALLED REGKLESS 


Judge Declares Auto’s Speed 
Must Be Coupled With Cir- 
cumstances to Make Case. 


The speed at which an automobile is 
driven, according to an opinion given 
today by Judge McElhinney in the 
Clayton Circuit Court, does not consti- 
ture careless and reckless driving inde- 
pendently of the circumstances under 
which the driving is done. 

The decision was given in the case 
against Anderson Gratz of Kirkwood, 


er, May 18, of careless and reeKless 
driving and fined $25. Judge McElhin- 
ney, in affirming the action of the Jus.- 
tice, says that although Gratz, in driv- 
ing 3% miles an hour, was not careless, 
he was guilty, under the circumstances, 
of driving his car at a speed that was 
not careful and prudent and which en- 
dangered the property and life and limb 
of other persons. 

The circumstances were that h3 
passed a man and woman in a buggy 
and a boy riding a polo pony and lead- 
ing other polo ponies. 

There is no fixed rate of speed, the 
Judge says in the opinion, beyond which 
a vehicle may not run. Although, he 
says, the law provides that running 2% 
miles:an hour is presumptive evidence 
of reckless driving, running at less than 
2% miles an hour would not be pre- 
sumptive of careful and prudent driv- 
ing. What speed is careful and prudent 
he ho#ds, is a relative matter depend- 
ing upon the attending circumstances. 

At the trial of the case Gratz testi- 
fled that he had the car under control 
and was driving carefully because he 
had a timid man with him, and slowed 
down in passing the man and woman 
in the buggy and the boy on the polo 
pony. The Court héld that there was 
no carelessness in the driving apart 
from the speed, but that the speed, un- 
der the circumstances, made Gratz’s 
driving careless and imprudent. .

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INSIST ON SURVEY 
OF DEUTSCHLAND 


French and English Representa- 
tives Ask U. S. to Establish 
Status of German Submarine. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—The British 
and French embassies today officially 
called the State Department's attention 
to the arrival of the German super- 
submarine Deutschland and asked that 
this Government assure itself of the 
vessel's character. 

This will be done, it was announced. 
by the assignment of naval experts to 
agsist the Treasury Department. 

The fact that boarding office 
the submarine wholly unarmed goes far 
toward simplifying any question as to 
her status as a merchant ship tn Ameri- 
can waters. 

Officials realize, however, that the 
French and British em¥assies, while in- 
terested little in what the Deutschland 
has brought over, are concerned over 
the cargo of rubber and nickel she 
proposes to carry back to Germany, and 
expect that nothing will be left undosze 
by Germany’s enemies to pegging or 
hinder her clearance.

“We came to Hampton Roads by 
the straight course from the English 
Channel.

“Our boats. will carry across the 
Atlantic the mails and save them 
from British interruption. 

“We trust that the old friendly 
relationship with the United States 
going back to the days of Washing- 
ton, when it was Prussia who was 
the first to help America in its fight 
for freedom from British rule, will 
awake afresh in your beautiful, pow- 
erful country.

Submarine Signals 
Delaware Bay 


Sixteen days out from Bremerhaven, 
the submarine reached safety between 
the Virginia capes at 1:45 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, passing in on the sur- 
face. Once inside, the visitor, no longer 
needing to observe caution, began 
shrieking his siren, signaling a pilot, 
and at the same time attracting the at- 
tentic- of the tug Timmons. 

At 4:45 a. m. the big submarine start- 
ed up the bay with the German mer- 
chant flag flying, under her own power, 
piloted by Capt. Frederick D. Cooke of 
the Virginia Pilots’ Association, and 
convoyed by the ‘ximmons. She was 
making more than 12 knots an hour 
and could have docked in Baltimore last 
night, but arrangements had been made 
for receiving her today, and her captain 
was ordered to wait in the lower harbor. 
He and his crew remained aboard their 


craft. 
Regarding his vessel as a merchant- 


man, subject to no unusual restrictions, 
the skipper went up the Chesapeake 
without waiting to notify local customs 
and quarantine authorities of his pres- 
ence. He was five hours away before 
Norman Hamilton, Collector of Norfolk- 
Newport News, heard the craft had ar- 
rived and started on its trail aboard the 
coast guard cutter Onandaga. The cut- 
ter later turned back. 

Capt. Hans F. Hinsch of the North 
German Lloyd liner Neckar, laid up 
here since the beginning of the war, 
boarded the Deutschland from the Tim- 
mons and made the trip up the bay 
with her. 

The underwater liner’s superstructure 
was standing 15 feet above the water 
when she came into the bay. Until 
daylight she showed no flag, but the 
German merchant ensign was raised at 
sunup. Stories were circulated that 
British or French cruisers chased her 
at sea Thursday, but that could not be 
confirmed. 

The boat is consigned to A. Schu- 
macher & Co., local agents of the North 
German Lloyd Line, and her cargo to 
the Eastern Forwarding Co., a concern 
said to have been organized within the 
last few weeks especially to handle the 
business of underwater liners: The lat- 
ter company has a pier and warehouse 
in which are stored the goods to be 
loaded on the Deutschland for her re- 
turn trip. 

Officials of the Eastern Forwarding

Usual $150,000,000 Which Goes 
Annually to Austria-Hungary 
Cut to $15,000,000 by War. 


NEW YORK, July 10.—The arrival at 
an American port of a German subma- 
rine and the possibility of establishing 
ms carrier service between the United 
States and the blockaded Teutonic na- 
tions has aroused particular interest here 
among those unable to send to Germany 
and Austria-Hungary money and legal 
documents. It is said that if the sub- 
marine returns home she will carry an 
important consignment of bank drafts 
and legal papers. 

Ordinarily $150,000,000 a year is sent 
from this country to Austria-Hungary, 
but with the war this fell off to $15,- 
000,000. Of late it has become increas- 
ingly difficult to transmit funds between 
the Onited States and the central Pow- 
ers. 

The settlement of at least a dozen es- 
tates in the Surrogate’s Court here has 
been held up because it was impossible 
to send or receive the necessary legal 
documents to or from the cities of the 
central Powers. Mortgages have been 
foreclosed because it was impossible to 
obtain the interest due from holders in 
Germany and Austria-Hungary. This 
effect of the blockade has been felt in 
all the cities of the United States where 
there is a large Teutonic population. 
William J. Matheson, president of the 
Cassella Color Co., one of the firms 
to which the dyes aboard the Deutsch- 
land are consigned, said: 

“I was told about the submarine 
about a month ago, but in a most mys- 
terious way. Word was passed along 
from mouth to mouth and even now I 
could not tell you from whom I got my 
«nformation. I know, however, that if 
any dyes were shipped I should get 
some of them. 

“‘We have had orders for dyes placed 
in Germany ever since the war be- 
gan and have had our money there to 
pay for them. 

“As to the value of the cargo I could 
not say. The value of the dyes dejgerds 
on how highly concentrated they are 
and it is likely that they are in a very 
highly concentrated form. I would 
guess that one pound of the dyes in 
the submarine would be equal to two 
pounds of the standardized dyes.”’ 
Upon the estimate of Matheson the 
dyes on the Deutschland would be worth 
between $4000 and $6000 a ton.

HEALTH BOARD 
GIVES ADVICE 
ON PARALYSIS 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.—Cleanli- 
ness, trapping and screening flies, pro- 
hibiting the children to play with do- 
mestic animals, saline gargle for the 
throat, and keeping the children away 
from all crowds, especially moving pic- 
ture shows, are recommended by the 
State Board of Health in a letter to 
physicians and health officers of the 
State today—to prevent infant paralysis. 
The letter is as follows: 

“To physicians and local health of- 
ficers throughout the State: 

“As poliomelitis is epidemic in New 
York City and isolated cases are ap- 
pearing in a number of the states, all 
physicians and health officers are here- 
by requested by the State Board of 
Health to isolate each case of the dis- 
ease as soon as ascertained and report 
the same to the State Board of Health 
immediately. 

‘This disease moves in a mysterious 
way, yet the virus is known to exist 
in the nose and throat of children, and 
animals as well and is communicable. 

‘It is, therefore, advised that every 
precaution be taken in the way of 
cleanliness. Due care should be taken in 
trapping and screening flies, and the 
premises should be kept scrupulously 
clean. 

‘Domestic animals are a source of 
danger and children should not be per- 
mitted to play with them during the 
summer months as 8) per cent of all 
cases are confined to the summer 
months and the disease is confined al- 
most exclusively to children under 10 
years of age. , 

‘‘As the virus is found in the nose and 
throat. it is advised that saline garglcs 
be used freely, even in the case of 
healthy children and grown people as 
well 

“It Is also advised that children un- 
der 10 years of age be kept from pic- 
ture shows during the summer months

Slavs Capture Delatyn, Large Railroad Center in 
Southern Galicia—Fighting in Center 
of Line Continues. 
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BERLIN, via London, July 10.—The 
Germans have checked the Russian 
forces which were advancing in Vol- 
hynia in the direction of Kovel, the 
War Office announced today. The 
Russian troops moving towards the 
Stokhod line were everywhere re- 
pulsed. 


PETROGRAD, July 10.—The Russian 
official report announces that in South- 
ern Galicia the railway town of Dellatyn 
has been captured. In the drive toward 
Kovel the Russians have taken two 
more villages. On the lower Stokhod 
the Teutonic forces are said to be re- 
tiring in great disorder. 

The announcement of yesterday said: 
“Our offensive on the lower Stokhod 
continues. The enemy is retiring in great 
disorder. 

“South of the Sarny-Kovel Railway, 
the villages of Goulevitchi and Kachova 
have been occupied after fighting. Fur- 
ther south there are fires everywhere 
in the region of the villages of Arseno- 
vitchi, Janovka and Douchtch. 

“In Southern Galicia, Gen. Letchitszkyv 
occupied Delatyn yesterday after very 
violent fighting. 
juaction of great importance. Depots 
of war material, steel shields, grenades, 
cartridges, iron and wire, abandoned Ly 
the enemy, have been captured at many 
points. 

“In the sector east and northeast of 
Baranovichi very lively fighting con- 
tinues. The enemy is offering desper- 
ate resistance. 

‘In the Caucasus on the night of 
July 6-7, in the region south of the 
town of Plattna, the Turks made at- 
tacks which were repulsed by our fire. 
West of the Erzerum line we captured

BERLIN, via London, July 10.—The 
Russians have made further violent 
attacks on various sectors of the 
front, but the War Office statement 
of yesterday said they were beaten 
back with large losses.

The 
tateeot artillery preparation had been 
carried through rapidly, and the in- 
fantry attack probably would have 
been made sooner had it not been 
for the bad weather. 

Attack When Rain Stops. 
Yesterday morning the rain at last 
stopped and the signal for the as- 
sault was given. The French troops 
began to move along a two and a 
half mile front. The left wing rested 
on the bridge over the Somme, one 
mile east of Sormont Farm, while the 
right lay a little north of Belloy. 
The left wing and the center 
crossed the German trenches with a 
single bound and progressed rapidly 
in the direction of Biaches. This vil- 
lage was attacked from two sides, the 
north and east, at once. The Ger- 
mans defending it resisted energetic- 
ally, but finding themselves in dan- 
ger of being surrounded, retreated up 
the left bank of the river by the Pe- 
ronne road. At 2 o’clock the village 
was entirely in the hands of the 
French. 

Meanwhile the right wing threw 
the Germans into disorder and ar- 
rived at the outskirts of Barliax, 
where the German situation now ap- 
rears to be precarious.

= Wilson aroused great enthusiasm at the 


World’s Salesmanship Congress today 
by urging that business men carry jus- 
tice and fair dealing into the ports of 
the world, particularly those of Mexico, 
and thereby estabiish confidence in 
American principles. His efforts, he 
declared, will be to serve all America 
by serving Mexico herself for her best 
interests, without using force, and not 
to serve the few ‘gentlemen’ whv wish 
to exploit Mexican possessions. 

When tha President asked the crowd 
what it degired at the end of all the 
present world troubles, it shouted 
“peace” in one voice, and then he added 
that his wish was “permanent peace.’ 

“T hear some say,’ he said, “that 
they want to help Mexico and the way 
they propose to help her is to over- 
That is the 
wrong way as well as the long way. 


Would Defeat Purpose. 
“After fighting them you would have 


o nation full of justified suspicion. Thus 
you would not help them. You would 
shut every door against you. 

“What makes Mexico suspicious is 
that she thinks we do not want to 
serve, but possess her. And she has 
justification for these suspicion in the 
way some gentlemen have sought to ex. 
pioit her possessions. 

‘T will not serve these wentlemen, but 
1 will serve all Americans by trying to 
serve Mexico herself. 

“The way to establish our sovereignty 


- 4s to respect her’s.”’ 


The President added that he believed 
in the old Virginia bill of rights, which 
declared that a country might do as it 
pleased with its own Government. 

This information, the President said, 
was for those gentlemen who would 
“butt in.’’ 

The President declared that the mer- 
chant marine, which some are ‘‘so slow 
in giving us,”’’ would be a great help to 
the business interests of the United 
States. 

In order to obtain foreign business, 
however, he said, it will be necessary 
for American business men to adapt 
their goods to the demands of other 
countries, and not try to force their 
own ideas on other markets. Sales- 
manship, he said, would go hand in 
hand with statesmanship after the close 
of the war. 

Great world changes which are now 
taking place, the President declared, 
will force the United States to take 
a more active part in world trade in 
the future. 

Days of Change. 

“These are days of incurable 
change,” he said. ‘It is impossible for 
anybody to predict anything as cer- 
tain with regard to the future either 
of this country or of the world in 
the large movements of business. One 
thing is perfectly clear, and that is 
that the United States will play a 
new part and that it will be a part 
of unprepared opportunity and great- 
ly increased responsibilities.” 

Timidity must be cast aside by 
those who seek the world trade, he 
said, and a knowledge of conditions 
of business and conditions “through- 
out the globe’ will be euncnta: to 


success, 
“No amount of mere push, no amount 


of mere hustling or to speak in the 
Western language, no amount of mere 
rustling, no amount of mere active en- 
terprise will suffice,"”” he declared, and 
he added “‘in the relationship of nations 
with each other many of our antag- 
onisms are based on misunderstandings, 
and as long as you do not understand 
\@ country you cannot trade with it. 

“Lift up your eyes to the horizons of 
business,”’ he concluded. “Do not look 
too closely at the little processes with 
which you are concerned, but let your 
thoughts and your imaginations run 
abroad throughout the whole world, an1 
with inspiration of the thought that you 
are Americans and are meant to Carry 
liberty and justice and the principles of 
humanity wherever you go, go out and 
sell goods that will make the world 
more comfortable and more happy and 
convert them to the principles of Amer- 
ica,’’ 

From the hall the President went to 
the Detroit Athletic Club, where he held 
& reception to members of the con- 
kress. Thousands of persons who were 
unable to gain admission to the hall 
Stood along the streets outside the club 
and applauded him when he posed for 
motion pictures with Gov. Ferris of 
Michigan and others. 


Enthustastically Received. 
No more patriotic nor enthusiastic re- 


ception has greeted the President re- 
cently than he received here. Thou- 
mands of persons lined the streets 
through which he passed and when he 
enteréd the hall the entire audience 
rose and waved American flags. 
President Wilson's party includes 
Mrs. Wilson, Secretary Tumulty and 
Congressman Frank <A. Doremus of 
Michigan. As it was driven to the con- 
vention hall a cannon thundered the 
Presidential salute. A large crowd at 
station welcomed President and 
Mra, Wilson.

URPET DESCRIBED 
ASSULLEN, VAIN 
GHARACTERLESS 


Jury Is Told That He Had Plain 
Motives for Murdering Miss 
Lambert. 


WAUKEGAN, IIl., July 10.—Eugene M. 
Runyard, who has playea a silent part 
in the prosecution of William H. Orpet, 
charged with the murder of Marion 
Lambert, became the center of interest 
in Judge Donnelly’s court today, when 


he made the opening argument for the 
State. 

Orpet, the lawyer declared, was a sul- 
len youth, vain and without character. 
His motives for the murder were plain, 
according to the attorney, and his every 
act from the alibi letters to his flight 
from Marion's body in the shadow of 
Heim’s wood on Feb. 9, a guilty act. 
Marion, who had loved and trusted him, 
and had been betrayed, he said, was 
now in his way. Her exposure meant 
exposure to Orpet; she stood in the way 
of his career, and in the way of his 
marriage to Celestia Youker, Runyard 
declared. 

Girl Planned for Future. 

On the other hand, he continued, Ma- 
rjon had every reason to live, and every 
act to the moment of her death gave 
every evidence that she did. Her head 
was full of plans for the future. She 
wrote the day before her death to her 
Sunday school teacher, Miss Minnie 
Rumsey, that she would see her at a 
little party planned for the Saturday 
which came after her death. She planned 
to go to college, too. At her birthday 
party, Feb. 6, the lawyer related, she 
was the gayest of the gay, according 
to every girl present save one—Josephine 
Davis. 


When she met Orpet she had her 
school books under her arm, ready for 
the day’s lessons. Was that, asked the 
lawyer, the preparation of a girl walk- 
ing knowingly to her death? 

And Orpet? Were his preparations 
for the meeting equally innocent, de- 
manded the speaker. They were not, he 
answered, but bore every imprint of 
an elaborate plot to escape consequences 
of the crime on which he was bent. 

Runyard spoke of the rumpled bed at 
Madison, to deceive his landlady as to 
hie secret trip; of the .borrowed over- 
coat which he wore no place except to 
Lake Forest; and of the alibi letters to 
Marion and to his mother. 


“Grant—which we do not—that the de- 
fendant might wish to deceive his 
parents as to a comparatively innocent 
truancy, how in the name of reason 
are we to account for the letter to 
Marion?” said Runyard. ‘‘He says that 
he wanted Marion to have it because 
her parents objected to him and she 
could use it in case their meeting was 
accidentally disclosed. Do you believe 
that, gentlemen of the jury? We do not, 
nor does anyone else in this courtroom. 
Just so sure as Marion Lambert lies in 
her grave, he knew she would never 
read it and he did know that it would 
he read by those who inquired into ner 
death. 

“When that inquiry was made he 
wanted it to appear that he was at 
Madison. There lies tine damning fact 
which no chemical symbols can ob- 
acure and no bottle of molasses and wa- 
ter can hide.”’

Allege He Made Affidavit 
Was Worth $1,000,000 in 
1913, Paid on $2600. 


The Missouri Anti-Saloon League in 
the latest issue of its paper, The Amer- 
ican Issue, contains a charge against 
Fred D. Gardner, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor, 
that he is a tax dodger. 

The Anti-Saloon League accuses 
Gardner of evading taxes on nearly $1,- 
000,000 of personal property, basing its 
charge on an affidavit he made Feb. 
12, 1913, before United States Commis- 
sioner Irvine Mitchell in St. Louis when 
he became surety on the bonds of Paul 
J. Morrin and J. H. Barry, union labor 
men, who were convicted in the Indian- 
apolis dynamite cases. 

Affidavit Tells of $1,000,000. 

This affidavit, which is printed in ful] 
in the American Issue, contains a state- 
ment by Gardner that he had personal 
property amounting to $1,000,000 free «of 
all liens and encumbrances. 

In June, 1913, according to the records 
in the Assessor’s office, Gardner made 
@ return of only $2600 for personal prop- 
erty. In 1914 he made a personal return 
or $3470, and in 1915 a personal return of 
$3100. 

The affidavit of Gardner is on file 
in the office of the Clerk of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in Chi- 
cugo. In it Gardner listed his real es- 
tate, which he said had a total value 
of $102,000. Gardner’s total real estate 
holdings were appraised by the Assessor 
in 1913 at $40,480. This amount included 
three small pieces of property which 
were not included in that listed by 
Gardner in his affidavit. 

In the affidavit Gardner listed his res. 
idence at 4608 West Pine street at $45,- 
000. It is assessed at $21,250. 


Put Wealth Above Million. 
In hig affidavit Gardner said: 


“I own personal property, in my own 
name and right, amounting to $1,000,000, 
which personal property is free and 
clear of all liens and incumbrances 
whatsoever. 

“I am worth at least $1,000,000 over 
and above all my limbilities.”’ 

Gardner could not be seen today for 
a statement regarding the differences 
between the amounts he returned for 
personal assessment and the amount of 
personal property he said he owned 
when he made the affidavit. At his4 
office it was said that he was out of 
the city and that it was 
where he could be reached.

CHAUFFEUR HUNTED 


IN THE MURDER OF 
WOMAN IN HOTEL 


Articles in Room Are Identified 
as Belonging to Charles 
Durgin. 


A search for Charles Durgin, 38 vears 
old, a chauffeur, was begun by the St. 
Louis police and county officers today, 
following the positive identification of 
the woman found dead from a shot in 
the Pontiac Hotel, Nineteenth and Mar- 
ket streeis, last Friday, as Miss Ber- 
tha louise Elrod, 24 years old, of Bend, 
Mo., who was employed until June 2 as 
a housemaid at Dr. H. 8S. Atkins’ Glen- 
wood Sanitarium at Glendale, St. Lovis 
County. 

Durgin had been employed at the sani- 
tarium as houseman and chauffeur for 
five years. At various .times in the last 
20 years he had worked for Dr. Atkins. 
Durgin resigned without giving notice 
on June 23, the day before Miss Elrod 
quit her job after giving two weeks 
notice. 

Nearly 20 years ago Durgin was a pa- 
tient at the city sanitarium (insane 
asylum), of which Dr. Atkins was then 
Superintendent. He was suffering from 
a form of insanity caused by excessive 
drinking. When he was. pronounced 
cured he was employed by Dr. Atkins 
as a coachman and personal servant. 


Morphine Found in Valise, 
Mrs. Atkins today said it was supposed 


that Durgin’s reformation was com- 
plete. He was believed to have quit 
drinking and so far as was known at 
the sanitarium, he was not a user of 
any drug. In the man’s valise found in 
the room where the woman was slain 
were two bottles which had contained 
morphine. 

The city sanitarium records show that 
Durgin was listed there as being sub- 
ject to periodic insanity. He once es- 
caped from the sanitarium and he was 
iwice returned there after having been 
released on probation. In one of his pe- 
riods of freedom he shot a sewing ma- 
chine agent while at his father’s home. 

On the day Miss Elrod gave up her 
employment she and Durgin went to 
Clayton and obtained a marriage license. 
They were not married in Clayton and 
if a ceremony was performed elsewhere 
there is no record of it at Clayton, as 
no return has been made on the license. 

A laundry mark on a bungalow apron 
found in the hotel room led to the 
identification of the woman. It was at 
first thought the mark was ‘Dr. A. K.’’ 
or “Dr. A. X."" The apron was taken 
by detectives to the plants of several 
laundries, employes of which said the 
letter, taken for K or and X, probably 
was the figure 4, designating the route 
number of the wagon driver. 

At the Miller Laundry, 2747 Laclede 
avenue, it was found that the mark 
“Dr. A.” had been put on the apron 
there and that route No. 4 was the one 
on which was the Glenwood Sanitarium. 

Identified by Sister. 

The identification of the woman was 
made by her sister, Miss Dora Elrod, 
her aunt. Miss Matilda Shockley of the 
Woman's Christian Home, 181: Wash- 
ington avenue, and Dr. Frank Whelpley, 
physician at the sanitarium. 

Dr. Atkins’ wife, Dr. Whelpley and 
sanitarium employes identified the shav- 
ing outfit found in the hotel room as 
having belonged to Durgin. This outfit. 
they said, was purchased by Dr. Atkins 
for Durgin’s exclusive use and was 
kept in Durgin’s room at the sanitarium. 
They also identified the alarm clock and 
a small purple velvet watchbox, found 
in the hotel room, as Durgin’s prop- 
erty. 

The marriage license record at Clay- 
ton shows that Durgin gave his ad- 
dress as 4195 Westminster place. There 
is no such number, but John Jackson, 
a brother-in-law of Durgin lives at 4145 
Westminster place. At the Jackson home 
today it was said Durgin had not been 
there in the last three months. 

A photograph of Durgin was shown to 
the clerk and other employes of the 
Pontiac Hotel today. They said it was 
the picture of the man who, in company 
with the woman afterwards found slain, 
engaged a room there about 8:30 p. m. 
Thursday. This man, after changing 
hats, departed from the hotel alone at 
6:30 a. m. Friday. His woman compan- 
ion’s death was discovered at 1:30 p. m. 
Friday. 

Got Letter From Sister. 

Miss Dora Elrod, who identified the 
slain woman as her sister, is also em- 
ployed at the Glenwood Sanitarium. 
She told the police that on July 1 she 
received a letter from her sister, signed 
“Bertha Durgin’’ and asking her to 
meet her at Union Station Wednesday 
night. This was the night before the 
woman afterward found dead went to 
the Pontiac Hotel. 

Miss Dora Elrod said she understood 
Durgin and her sister had gone to 
Bend, to visit Miss Elrod’s mother. As 
directed in the letter she went to Union 
Station last Wednesday night and re- 
mained there several hours, but did not 
see her sister. 

Miss Dora Elrod turned over to the 
police today a@.letter she received from 
Durgin, dated June 30, telling of plans 
which fit in with the events of Thurs- 
day. It is as follows: 

“Dear Dora—Bertha and I will be out 
some time next week, probably Thurs- 


dav, to get our things. She wants you 
to draw her pay, so she can get it when 
she comes. We had a fine time at the 
Bend. We left here Sunday mornin: 


and had to lay over at Belle until Mon- 
day morning at 8:30. I left out there 
Thursday morning. Everybody out there 
is well. Your mother and Bertha send 
their love. They are going to have a 
picnic at Vierna on the Fourth and 
the folks are all going. 

“How are you, Dora? 
could come in Saturday evening. I! 
woud like to see you. I am so busy 
getting things ready for my wife thiut 
I haven't time to come out. If you 
can come I will look for you on the 7 
o'clock train. Write to Bertha, as she 
was expecting a letter from you when I 
left. Your Brother, CHARLES.” 

Miss Elrod says ehe did not keep the 
engagement because there was a tre 
at the sanitarium Saturday morning and 
she was busy Saturday evening.

PARALYSIS, TOTAL 
IN NEW YORK 238 


High Record of New Cases in 
Manhattan Despite Rain and 
Cooler Weather. 


NEW YORK, July 10.—Raip and cooler 
weather failed today materially to 
check the epidemic of infantfle paralysis 
which, since its inception two weeks 
tgo, has caused 238 deaths in New York 
City. During the 2 hours which ended 


at 10 o’clock this morning, 14 deaths and 
103 new cases were reported. 

Thirty of the new cases were in Man- 
hattan, the largest number yet reported 
there in a single day. 


Nineteen more deaths for the 2% 
hours ending at 10 0¢,,.«< yesterday 
morning were reported by the Depart- 
ment of Health, making the total fa- 
talities 224 since the epidemic started. 
There was a drop in the number of 
new cases, 88 being reported, against 9 
the day before. 

Five city departments united today in 
a campaign to keep the city of New 
York clean in order to check the epi- 
demic. Hereafter during the prevalence 
of the disease 4,000,000 gallons of water 
will be used nightly in flushing the city 
streets. 

The Strect Cleaning Department has 
been instructed to accelerate the re- 
moval of garbage, ashes and refuse 
thrown into the streets in the congest- 
ed districts, and the Mayor announced 
today that he has directed the police 
to report or arrest householders or 
storekeepers who indulge in the prac- 
tice. The Tenement House Commis- 
sioner has been instructed to compel 
tenants to clean up the halls, areaways, 
cellars and yards throughout the city. 
In Brooklyn, where the epidemic is 
most severe, the work af flushing the 
streets at night will be more than 
doubled. 

Plans have been made to induce all 
parents of children who are afflicted 
with the paralysis to send them to hos- 
pitals, as only 5 per cent of the cases 
treated in such institutions have died, 
while of the children who were kept at 
home about 22 per cent have died. 

Spreads by Contact, 

After a conference with health offi- 
cers and other heads of city depart- 
ments, the Mayor said today that, al- 
though little is known of the origin of 
the disease, all scientific experience in- 
dicates that it is communicated by per- 
sonal contact and that the germs do 
not live apart from the human body; 
that it is necessary for one diseased 
person or another who has been in con- 
tact with him to come in contact with 
a third person before the disease can 
be communicated. 

The national health service is en- 
deavoring to trace the origin of the epi- 
demic and to discover how the disease 
is transmitted.

IN FILTHY ONION FIELD, 
FIGHTS ‘MAN-EATER’ ANTS 


Alkali Dust Whipped Into Their Faces at Laredo 
by Night Wind-+ Water Supply Called Dan- 
gerous and It Must Be Boiled. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


LAREDO, Tox. duly 0.—Diedesatat 
ment almost to the point of disgust was 
written plainly on the faces of men in 
the Second Missouri Regiment yester- 
day as they made their homes in the 
filth of a long abandoned onion field, 
which since has been used apparently 
a8 a dumping ground and is sparsely 
pepulated by the lowest class of Mexi- 
cans. 

Coming here from the beautiful and 
Perfectly appointed State camp at Ne- 
vada, Mo., where drainage ditches and 
bath houses made sanitation and com- 
fort almost complete, the men felt, as 
one of them expressed it, like they had 
been “dumped out on the fag end of 
creation.” 

The camp site which the authorities 
had selected for the Second Regiment in 
many respects was actually filthy. The 
carcass of a dead dog in advanced stage 
of decomposition was removed from the 
premises allotted to L Company. The 
Laredo pesthouse is within 20 yards of 
regimental headquarters. . 


Work Long Without Water. 
After being marched to the camp site 


at 7 o’clock Sunday morning the men 
worked in the broiling sun for several 
hours without drinking water, because 
of a general order requiring all water 
to be boiled before being used for drink- 
ing or cooking. The men were not 
warned of this condition and conse- 
quently had not filled their canteens 
from the train before marching to camp. 
Officers from the medical corps ex- 
plained the order for boiling the water 
by saying that the filtration plant ts 
not sufficient to purify more than © 
per cent of the water used and the 
supply is laden with typhoid and dys- 
entery baccill. 

The seemingly bottomless layer of al- 
kali dust that covers the ground here 
and forms the floors of all tents also ist 
in striking contrast with the perfect 
carpet of bluegrass sod which covered 
the camp and drill field at Nevada. 


The apprehension of the new arrivals 
was not lessened today when the in- 
formation reached camp that citizens 
of Laredo had demanded a congres- 
sional investigation of the drinking wa- 
ter. 


A few of the officers in the First and 


Fourth regiments have bought lumber] 


and constructed floors in their tenta. 
The floors of the other tents is dust, 
which the night wind whips into clouds 
as the men sleep. 


Comparatively few flies or mosquitoes 
are found although a species of 
large black gnat has a bite almost as 
painful as the sting of a wasp and the 
ground is infested on almost every foot 
by hundreds of large ‘man-eating’ 
ants, 


Prepared for a Long Stay. 

There is a belief in military circles 
that even though peaceful _rela- 
tions may be maintained with the de 
facto Government, the United States 
will keep the bulk of the national guard 
on the border for several months for 
moral effect and the prevention of dep- 
redations by Mexican bandits until the 


Carranza Government can police the 
border effectively. 
Conditions of camp life were all 


the more shocking to the Second Reg- 
iment, because they had read in Mis- 
sourl newspapers that the camp site 
selected for the First Regiment, which 
preceded the Second here, was in a 
city park. The only foundation for 
this report, it seems, is that the site 
was a park many, many years ago, not, 
however, within the memory of the 
oldest inhabitants, and its present state 
of abandonment indicates that it had 
long since lost every vestige of the 
characteristics Missourians are wont to 
associate with a park. 

The First Regiment is on better ground 
than that set apart for the Secon 
and the sdnitary condition of its camp 
has been pronounced excellent by its 
medical officers. 


CARRANZA DECIDES 
UPON PLANS FUR 
PARLEYS WITH U. 8.

MEXICO CITY, July 10.—The prelimi-

He told Acting 
Secretary Polk his Government had 
given him definite information that the 
bandits were moving northward toward 
Boquillas, Tex., and promised co-opera- 
tion of Carranza forces.

Detatis of Practice March. 
When the First Regiment leaves camp 
at 7 o’clock each morning and begins 
its daily practice march to Bellevista 
Heights, three miles east of Laredo, the 
column is protected to the fullest extent 
by advance guards, patrols and flankers, 
with which modern military science 
equips troops on the march. Officers and 
men act on the supposition that the 
country through which they are march- 
ing is hostile territory and take all pos- 
sible precautions to avoid surprise or 
ambush. This is done to acquaint the 
men with the topography of the country 
in which they are encamped, and to 
give them practice in actual advance 
guard work. 

Different sets of companies are as- 
signed to the advance guard every 
morning.

BATTERY 
AT LAREDO FIGHT 
SIND AND DIR 


Impossible for Them to Keep 
Entirely Clean in the Texas 
Camp. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LAREDO, Tex., July 10.—When Au- 
gsustus Thomas produced “Arizona” 
and the cavalryman dashed onto the 
stage slapping dust in copious quan- 
tities from his uniform, everyone 
thought the scene an exaggeration, 
but all the soldiers here know from 
personal experience that Thomas 
knew whereof he wrote. There is no 
grittier body of troops on the border 
than A Battery. 
The camp is pitched over 6 inchég 
of dust. Real dusty dugt that perme- 
ates all equipment. They say here that 
the battery brought the first rain in 
seven months, but the small shower 
that greeted the men didn’t have any 
effect on the dust at all. 
After 72 hours on the train the men 
were dirty enough, but Laredo put on 
the finishing touches. The shower baths 
had not been built when the men ar- 
rived, but some stripped at once and 


stood under. the hydrant—which 
helped some. — 
Next morning the men carried 


buckets of water and sprayed under 
the tents and were fairly comfort- 
able. 


Fifteen Men to a Tent, 
Men in the battery are living 15 in 
big conical tents. They pull up the 
Side walls and the breeze makes the 
tents comfortable. 
Saturday—the first day in camp— 
was cool, but next day it was certain- 
ly hot in the sun. The redeeming 
features of the climate are the cool 
nights and the breeze, which makes 
shady spots fairly comfortable. 
The water is supposed to be contaml- 
nated and the men have orders to drink 
no soft drinks or any wet goods bottled 
Mexicans surround the camp 
selling watermelons, soda pop, cakes and 
bread and real Mexican tobacco, made 
in New York City; but they are under 
suspicion and the men are not supposed 
to buy from them. 
The drinking water is boiled and 
then iced, and there is plenty of it. 
The camp, which includes the two 
«ther batteries, is situated next to the 
camp of the First Regiment, to the 
north of the town, and is surrounded 
by huts and houses holding Laredo’s 
large Mexican population. 
From noon mess to about 3 in the aft- 
ernoon the men are ordered to stay 
in their tents to avoid the intense heat 
of the sun. 
The men welcome this universal 
siesta of Southern countries. After 
evening retreat at about 7 o’clock the 
men are free to go uptown if they 
wish. 
Laredo is wet, but every man realizes 


The Laredo people are mighty glad 
to have the soldiers here. They 
have a regular army post and border 
patrol, but the more the merrier. All 
the men here are self-constituted pro- 
peace and eager to

PEPPER ORDERED 
HERE FOR TROOPS 


Supply to Be Sent to Border 
Will Last 160,000 Men 
30 Days. 


An order for 48,000 cans of pepper to 
be used by the United States troops on 
the border and in Mexico was received 
from Fort Sam Houston by the Quar- 


termaster’s supply depot in St. Louis 
this morning. According to Capt. A. E. 
Williams one can supplies 100 soldiers 
for one day and the order would there- 
fore supply 4,800,000 for a day or 160,000 
men for 30 days. The spice will be 
bought in St. Louis and shipped to the 
Texas Quartermaster along with 140,000 
pounds of coffee, 2000 pounds of rice 
and 240 cases of salmon, asked for in 
the order. The rice and salmon will be 
purchased on the »pen market, while 
bids will be asked on the coffee and 
pepper.”’ 

The St. Louis supply depot is at pres- 
ent about stocked up and bids for large 


(feontracts will probably not be asked 


for several days. The emergency situa- 
tion in the Quartermaster’s department, 
caused by the rushing of the militia 
into the Government service has been 
met satisfactorily. Only one complaint 
regarding the supplies sent to the mill- 
tia has been received. It was from a 
militia unit which objected to the St. 
Louis shoes whieh had been bought on 
the open market and were not of the 
regulation army pattern. 

From bids opened July 6 large con- 
tracts for hardware are today being 
awarded to the Shapleigh Hardware Co. 
and the Simmons Hardware Co., of St. 
Louis. The Buxton & Skinner Co. of St. 
Louis was awarded large contracts for 
writing materials and supplies.

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3000 SIGNATURES 
ON PETITIONS FOR 
FLECTION REFORM 


8000 Necessary Expected to Be 
Obtained Early in Present 
Week. 


The Municipal Ballot Conference, 
which is conducting a campaign for 
the submission of ordinances providing 
for the nomination of municipal can- 
didates by petition, instead of by pri- 
mary election, and for preferential vot- 
ing, announced yesterday that more 
than 3000 signatures to the Initiative 
Petitions have been obtained and that 
the necessary 8000 signatures would 
be obtained not later than Tuesday. 


The officials of the Conference say 
they are much encouraged by the sup- 
port the movement has received. If 
the ordinances should be adopted it 
would be impossible for the political 
bosses to control local politics, because 
the party caption would be eliminated, 
and the names of all candidates, Re- 
Publican, Democratic, — Socialist and 
others would be printed on the same 
ballot, without any party designation. 

Reform Strongly Commended, 

The Conference made public yester- 
day several letters received from civic 
leaders throughout the United States 
strongly commending the proposed bal- 
lot reforms in St. Louis. Richard §8, 
Childs, secretary-treasurer of the Na- 
tional Short Ballot Organization, of 
which President Woodrow Wilson is 
president, wrote: 

“I think St. Louis will take a big 
step toward scientific democracy by 
this plan and go a long way toward 
eliminating the need for those power- 
ful private political organizations on 
which the public is forced to lean when 
operating our older and more cumbrous 
pelitical mechanisms.” 

The merit of the preferential voting 
plan is regarded by Childs as proven by 
the experience of those cities-in which 
it is in operation. 

“The preferential ballot features for 
the three major offices are, of course, 


there are some 40 cities operating under 
the sytem with admirable results,’’ con- 
tinues Childs. 

‘**Your proportiona! representation 
feature for the Board of Aldermen is 
new in this country, although it is 
familiar enough abroad. In fact, it has 
so long been a familiar institution in 
other countries that the only novelty 
is the fact that it has not heretofore 
been tried in the United States.” 

William 8S. U’Ren of Portland, Ore., 
a vice president of the National Short 
Ballot Organization, writes: 

“IT congratulate the people of your 
city on this opportunity to vote for this 
long step forward in the method of 
choosing their city council and chief 
officers. The preference voting plan 
you offer, in my opinion, is by far the 
best yet devised for obtaining a ma- 
jority choice at a single election. 

“The list system of electing alder- 
men by proportions instead of by plu- 
ralities, and which you are proposing, 
has given general satisfaction in Bel- 
gium. 

Hopes Plan Will Carry. 

“Wor the general good of the move- 
ment towards government by a ma- 
jority of those voting, I hope with all 
my heart that your citizens will adopt 
the proposed new system. I am sure 
they will get far better results in gov- 
ernment than from anything they have 
ever tried heretofore.” 

William Dudley Foulke of Richmond, 
Ind., writes: 

“Your purpose in seeking to prevent 
one political party from electing your 
entire board of aldermen its worthy of 
support and the true way to do this is 
by a system of proportional representa- 
tion, aS you propose. When one man 
only is to be chosen for a single place, 
preferential voting is the best way, but 
if three or more persons are to be 
chosen, the representation ought to be 
as nearly proportional as possibie.”’ 

Mayo Fesler, who about six years ago 
resigned as secretary of the Civic 
League of St. Louis to accept his pres- 
ent position, that of secretary of the 
Civic League of Cleveland, describes 
the success of Cleveland's new system 
of municipal elections, including pref- 
erential voting, in a long letter, in 
which he recommends heartily the pro- 
portional representation idea.

“*Section 21—All entries are 
subject to the approval of the 
Executive Committee of this as- 
sociation and any entry may be 
rejected by the committee.’ ”

graph: 


“Acting in accordance with the 
authority conferred by these sec- 
tions of the by-laws, the Execu- 
tive Committee announces that 
should any club ‘belonging to the 
United States Golf Association 
permit any player whose amateur 
status has been declared forfeited 
to compete in its tournaments, 
the Executive Committee reserves 
the right to reject all entries from 
such club in any tournament held 
by the United States Golf Asso- 
ciation.”

Extending its facilities to meet the in- 
creased demand as a result of the high 
temperatures, the St. Louis Pure Milk 
Commission has opened 19 substations 
for the distribution of pure milk among 
the babies, in the homes of the very 
poor. 

The commission has also established 
il clinics at widely scattered points in 
the city, where trained nurses especial- 
ly qualified for the purpose, will ex- 
emplify the proper feeding and nursing 
of infants in hot weather. 

The latter is an additional aid in the 
care of babies during the season when 
every precaution is essential to protec- 
tion against maladies peculiar to sum- 
mer, the commission heretofore main- 
taining a clinic only at its headquarters, 
1728 North Thirteenth street. This has 
been of incalculable benefit to mothers 
and ise believed to have been the direct 
means of saving the lives of many little 
ones. Convinced of this great good from 
the one, and realizing that it could be 
vastly extended through carrying the 
clinics to those too remote to profit 
from them in the one place, the com- 
mission decided to branch out. 


The substations for the distribution 
of pure milk are a part of the regular 
summer system, designed to meet ab- 
normal requirements for the babies 
during the reign of hot weather. At 
other seasons the demand is well taken 
care of through arrangement, when nec- 
essary, with dependable milk dealers for 
delivery of the standard pure milk to 
homes of the poor. 

This is the work which the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, an 
established institution toward the main- 
tenance of which thousands of girls 
and boys and hundreds of grown people 
are enlisted for personal effort and in- 
dividual contribution of money, sustains 
from year to year. Through this organi- 
sation the infant death rate in St. Louis 
has been steadily lowered until last 
year it was below that of any other city 
in the United States. 

The high temperature ruling thus far

TO RECRUIT HIS DIVISION 


NEW YORK, July 10.—Col. Roosevelt, 
regardless of the strengthening signs of 
peace, has made formal application to 
the War Department for permission to 
recruit a division of troops—20,000 strong

many days. The mother, Mrs. George 
Marion Shore, anxiously awaits a let- 
ter of explanation from the eloping 
couple, said to be in the mail. 

In view of the gossip over the elope- 
ment of Graham and her sister, Miss 
Shore mad a written statement for a 
Post-Dispatch reporter as follows:

HOLDS SECRET MEETING 


W. J. Mills Permanent Chair- 
man of Organization in Ward 
—Membership Is Limited. 


The Post-Dispatch has learned that 
the mysterious Independent Voters’ 
League, formed for the purpose of de- 
feating all Catholics at elections, has 
fermed an organization in the Twenty- 
first Ward, the third city ward it has 
entered in its campaign to gain con- 
trol of the Republican City Committee. 

The present committeeman from the 
ward is Herman Baden, proprietor of a 
saloon at Grand avenue and Hebert 
street, who has been identified with 
Republican politics in St. Loufs for 
many years. 

Some of those whose names have been 
published by the Post-Dispatch hereto- 
fore in connection with the activities of 
the secret league, who live in the ward, 
are Charles T. Burgess, head of the 
Burgess Printing Co., in the Benoist 
Building, who lives at 3901 Greer ave- 
nue; U. G. Robinson of 3801 Sullivan 
avenue, whose name was mentioned by 
Stephen A. Gilmore in connection with 
the distribution of the stickers at the 
home of Dr. L. C. McElwee, 1221 North 
Grand avenue, in the campaign against 
Dr. John H. Simon, and Greene F. Hard- 
ing, known as the active head of the 
secret organization, who lives at 2011 
East Fair avenue. 

The organization formed by the 
league in the ward is known as the 
“Twenty-first Ward Good Government 
Association,”” and its meetings are held 
Monday evening in Wrausmann’s Hall, 
Warne and Kossuth avenues. 

The first meeting of the association 
was held May 1, with Greene F. Hard- 
ing acting as chairman. The permanent 
officers elected were W. J. Mills, chair- 
man, C. T. Burgess, first vice chairman, 
F, W. Evers, second vice chairman, 
Charles Lye Bradley, secretary, Robert 
W. Moore, treasurer, and A. J. Hasen- 
jaeger, sergeant at arms. 


Charles L. Bradley of 3728 Palm street, 
a former city employe, is the associa- 
tion’s candidate for the committee. 
Bradley has for years been identified 
with the regular Republican organiza- 
tion in the ward. 

The meetings of the association are 
held behind locked doors, according tu 
Edward Wrausmann, manager of the 
hall in which they are held. Wraus- 
mann, who is a worker in the regular 
Republican organization of the ward 
and is a judge of elections, made ap- 
plication for membership in the asso- 
ciation but was rejected, he said. 

In telling of the activities of the as- 
sociation, Wrausmann said: ‘Charley 
Bradley came to me and rented the 
hall for meetings, he said, of an im- 
provement association he was organiz- 
ing. I asked him the name of the as- 
sociation and he told me he would let 
me know that later. 


“At the first meeting I went into the 
hall thinking to join the association, as 
I belong to almost every association 
that meets here. The chairman of the 
meeting announced that only those who 


were members of the association would 


be permitted to remain during the full 
meeting and suggested that those who 
Were not members make application. 

“He sai@ that the application would | 
have to bs signed by someone who was 
already a member, so I signed one and 
asked Bradley if he would vouch for 
me. He said he would and signed the 
application. 

Kept Waiting in Anteroom. 

“There were only five of us who were 
not members that made application and 
we were taken into an anteroom, the 
rest of the men who were not members 
being asked to leave the hall. About 15 
left. 

“We five stayed in the ante-room for 
Some time before a man appeared and 
told the four men who were there with 
me to come into the main hall, leaving 
me to stay in the anteroom by myself. 
I stayed there for more than an hour. 
when the door was finally opened and 
I was told the meeting was over. 

“Bradley came to me then and told 
me the association had put the ‘kibosh’ 
on me, and I had been rejected. I left 
the hall and on the outside met one 
of my friends who had been admitted 
to membership. I told him they had 
turned me down and asked him what | 
the organization was for. 

“He said: ‘Well, as near as I can 
make out it’s an organization to knotk 
the Catholics.’ He said he didn’t think 
he’d attend any more meetings of the 
association.’’ 

Wrausmann said the meetings of the 
association have not been largely at- 
tended. 

The other organizations formed for 
the purpose of trying to elect I. V. L.

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THE DEUTSCHLAND’S VOYAGE. 
International statutes guaranteeing enlarged 
uses of the sea in time of war and increased im- 
munities for the property of noncombatants 
afloat have been the object of peace conferences 
at The Hague and marine conferences elsewhere 
f eration. 

"Sees dead were made over the old drastic 
regulations and practices of the past. Then, 
under the stress of war, they all broke down. The 
allies have just formally abrogated all the under- 
standings of the London Maritime Conference 
after disregarding most of them since the fighting 
opened. 

But it may be that in inventing and perfecting 
a submersible craft, Lake and Holland have done 
more to safeguard a genuine freedom of the seas 
and soften the shortages and famines of war for 
civilian populations than the statesmen and pub- 
licists of several centuries. The machine shop 
may be ‘about to score over the chancellories. 

For, if one submersible like the Deutschland 
can come through beleaguered waters from Hel- 
goland to Baltimore heavily laden with the things 
of which markets are in importunate need, what 
may not whole fleets of like vessels do? Mani- 
festly, running blockades becomes a very differ- 
ent matter from what it was even during the 
carly and most favorable period of our Civil War. 
New Mahans may be required to revise the gen- 
eralizations as to the preponderating influence 
of sea control from the sea’s surface. It is easy 
to believe that from the completion of the 
Deutschland’s difficult undertaking many impor- 
tant innovations will date. 

The world will not withhold warm admiration 
for the initiative and daring that adapted this 
type of marine construction to the purposes of 
commerce and the navigation that solved all the 
problems of her record-breaking trip and caused 
the longest voyage ever made by a submarine to 
be a voyage of peace rather than war. 

In this brilliant exploit the German merchant 
marine has matched the resourcefulness of the 
German navy. And no higher commendation 
drawn from the analogies of the present war 
could be framed.

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NEWSBOYS AND BARTHOLDT.

The breaking of water pipes caused Germans 
marooned in the trenches to suffer much from 
thirst, but the failure to eat was not due in 
every case to lack of food. much being stored in 
underground quarters.

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BIG JUMP IN PRIVATE INCOMES. 
The July distribution of dividends and of inter- 


ing increase—it is so real and so firmly estab- 
lished that it is accepted as a matter of course in 
all viewpoints other than the political—the num- 
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ber of those enjoying the larger rewards of pros- 
perity has also increased. For instance, the total 


number of stockholders in the railroads has now 


, 
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grown to 626,122. As the average holding of each 
stockholder is $13,796, there must be a large num- 
ber of modest holdings to balance those running 
up into the hufdreds of thousands and even mil- 
lions. 

And the railroads’ portion of the increased in- 
terest and dividends distribution is very large. 
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This fs one of the most successful years in rail- 
road history and marks for the first time a com- 
mete recovery from the Republican hard times of 
1907. The increase in railroad revenue per mile 
ranges from 10 per cent to 52.6 per cent, few of 
the large systems reporting less than 20 per cent.

STONE THINKS U, S, MUST 
ENTER TRADE PACT WITH EUROPE 


Definite Defensive Policy Against 
Commercial Ostracism Only Other 
Alternative, He Says. 
WASHINGTON, July § 10.—Chairman 
Stone of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee declared in the Senate today 
that unless the United States were con- 
sidered in any industrial alliance of 
European nations, it would be neces- 
gary for the country to adopt a defi- 

nite defensive policy. 

Senator Stone was speaking on his 
resolution asking the President to in- 
form the Senate of the possible effect 
on the United States of a boycott 
against enemies of the entente allies 
as proposed at a recent entente con- 
ferenc in Paris. While he was speak- 
ing, a rpotr on the conference trans- 
mitted by Ambassador Sharp was re- 
ceived from the White House. It was 
practically the same as published from 
Paris recently in press dispatches. 

“I cannot escape the conviction that 
the war-involved nations have in mind 
a military policy to accomplish objects 
of interest to themselves and not the 
benefit of the rest of the world,” said 
Senator Stone. ‘‘There is much talk of
